One of the moat interesting places to 


visit in our neighborhood is the cream- 
ery on the Malsberry place.. A large 
can suitable for holding eighty gallons 
of milk is fdled, and this runs off 
through a pipe into tho separator, a ves- 
sel peculiar in its construction. 
It 


holds about two gallons to start with, 
and soon as the machinery is put in op- 
eration the cream and milk begins to 
separate. The latter runs out through 
several small tubes to the bottom of tho 
separator into the main tube nnd finally 
into tho trough. 


Tho cream being forced to tho small 


pans in the bottom, passes out through 
n very small tube through the pipe lead- 
ing from the separator and into a can. 
It requires some SliOO revolutions a min- 
nto to force the cream out at n proper 
thickness. Between 200 and 250 rolls of 
butter are made in this 
creamery 


weekly, and the separator is worked 
twice a day. Tim machinery conmnta of 
nn immense wheel on the outside and an 
oil engine is also used. Two wheels 


wcro ulso^uuMiing inside, one being in 
direct connection with tho separator.

JURY BRIBERY 


Is Alleged in tlio Curtis 


Case. 


FOUR JUKORS WERE BOUGHT 


Tlio Bribers Threatened Curtis' Life 


—His Attorney Claims It 


Is Blackmail. 


Yesterday's Examiner contains a sen- 


Biitionul story of bribery in the case of 
M, B. Curtis, recently acquitted of the 
murder of Policeman Alexander Grant, 
at 8an Francisco. As Curtis is well 
known hi this county, where hc.hns 
Jjw^e -.ptopeiiy interests, the- .story, pos-- 
Besses great interest for Ftesnoansl . 


According to the 
;, Examiner, Frank 


McManua, king of the Potrero; State 
Senator William ,T. Dunn mid 
Joe 


Dieves are accused of trying to get 
money from Curtis on the ground that 
they paid four jurors to vote for his ac- 
quittal. The sum they are alleged to 
have been promised is $2000 each, and 
the amount paid $2800. Says the Ex- 
aminer: 


"The story is to the effect that the ac- 


quittal of Curtis was Eccurcd through 
bribery. Indeed, that :i dual. corps of 
bribers was engaged on the jury, hut 
[.lint only onu set was paid fur its labors. 
"When the second set of bribers de- 
manded their pay trouble ensued. Cur- 
Lis and his thrifty wife concluded they 
hud been bled quite enough, and de- 
clined to make any further payments. 
AVheii threats of violence were made 
Uicy iled to -their Fresno ranch, in tho 
hope of escaping from their persecutors. 
They were pursued, however, and told 
that unlcsa they paid the cost of service 
within the period o( one year Saniuiil of 
Posen would ho where Grant is now. 


"He feared the men who claimed that 


through a discreet expenditure of coin 
they had saved his neck and he appealed 
to the sheriff for protection. That Sher- 
iff Scott felt Curtis was entitled to pro- 
tection is shown by the fact that ho sent 
to Posen u man who had initdu a record, 
one Boyd, who is now under indictment 
for tho murder of John J. Malonuy, in 
Fresno, 


"These men strenuously deny that they 


over bribed iiny jury, or thafthey made 
anv demand on Curtis for such services. 
They admit that they were in Fresno on 
the day that Curtis asked for protection, 
but declare that they wcro not near Cur- 
tis' ranch, and that thcvdldnot see him 
on that day or molest him then or at 
any other time. They did dine with 
Senator Goucher, who declares ho was 
iiskcd to defend them in Iho event that 
they should yet into trouble. The tes- 
timony supplied by Gouchor is tlio most 
important in the chain. 


"MuManns and Dunn, it IB alleged, 


told Goucher that four jurors had been 
bribed in tho Curtis ease, and that $8000 
-bad.bcen. paid. ..After, the tuul»-,U)(* 
''King" said, tho money was not forth- 
coming and a formal demand wivs mot 
w.ith tho response Unit the same men 
had been paid $2000 apiece already by 
the attorneys, who claimed to hold their 
receipts. McManus and Dunn insisted 
that thcso receipts be shown them and 
a meeting at tho attorney's olllco was 
agreed upon. When tho receipts were 
produced McMiinua wild he pounced 
on them and took them away, and that 
he then held them. 


"McManus was very angry because 


Curtis mistrusted both himsolf and the 
Curtis lawyers and "played double." 
Ho declared that he was out $8000 and 
would get hie money or make it- mighty 
•unpleasant for Curtis. 
The "King'1 


also intimated that the court oven had 
been reached, iiiBt:imiin« tho fact that 
the jury were not locked up, but were 
allowed to go to their homes at the 
close ol each Hcsaion. 


"This report of statements McManus 


is said to have mado is compiled from 
tho repetition by those to whom Senator 
Goucher told the story. 


"When this story was repealed to 


Curtis at his ranch by an Examiner re- 
porter, hft wiid that, he had expiMidod 
about $30,000 in lighting the case, and 
was free in admitting that he had been 
bled right and loft, but declined to give 
the facts in detail or to mention names. 
Mrs. Curtis spoke with equal feeling 
relative to the hirgft sums of money 
which they were forced to expend for 
thu defense, but was even more guarded 
in giving specific items than her hus- 
band. Curtis further said that he en- 
gaged tho servic&H of a deputy Bheriff, 
simply because of the unsettled condi- 
tion of labor in Fresno county. Me 
pooh-poohed the 
idea that he was 


afraid ot McManua." 


J. N. 13. "Wilson, onn of the attorney 9 


for Curtis, tells tho following story in 
coniH'ction with Uio affair. 


"While the trial of Curtis was in full 


swing MuManus and Dunn paid a visit 
to him one night in the countv jail. 
They informed Curtis that for $24,000 
they could have him acquitted of the 
murder of Grant. He protested that ho 
did not possess that much coin, but 
thanked them heartily for their show of 
friendship. Then they offered for $8000 
to inihicncG four votes in his favor, 
which would at least give him a dis- 
agreement. 
Curtis said that he did not 


jven have that sum, and that if he had 
lie would not pay any money for the 
purpose of bribing tho jury. 


"Well,' McManus said, 'if you are 


ifraid to do it we will go and see Wil- 
son.' " 


McManus and Dunn did call on Attor- 


ney Wilson tho next day, and, according 
to the attorney, mado him the same 
proposition. 
Wilson told thorn there 


was neither $8000 nor 8 cents in tho Cur- 
tis case and ordered them out of the of- 
fice. 


The two men then went to tho Occi- 


dental hotel and forced their way into 
Mrs. Curtis' room. They mado a de- 
mand upon her for the $8000, and by 
using all sorts of threats induced her to 
consent to deed them ten lots in Peralta 
block, Berkeley. 


Just hero, according to Wilson, the 


precious pair made a serious blunder by 
placing into tho lady's hands a hit of 
evidence which will bo used against 
them at a criminal trial. She asked 
them in whose name the • deeds should 
be made out, and McManns wrote on a 
slip of paper his own name and that of 
Dunn. An instnnt later he said that it 


would not bo well lo use their namps, 
so he drew n line through them on ,the 
paper and wrote underneath the names 
of two women . The men then departed , 
after agreeing to meet Mrs. Ourtis flit: her 
room on Monday ufc 1 o'clock. : ^i 


Subsequently MwManus, Dinm- t»nd 


Mrs. Curtis {net at Wilson's office. **fche 
two first named repeated their demand 
and on being asked who bad authorised 
them to bribe jurors answered they Jiud 
received tin ir authorization from Curtis 
at a second interview. 


McManus handed a receipt .for $2800 


from the jurors who were bribed to Wil- 
son in proof of his assertion] and Wilson 
passed it to Mrs. Curtis. As "Wilson 
could not get tliO' names of but two; of 
the jurors from McManus ho decided to 
end the interview.

Thereupon MoManus jumped, acipss 


tho room, snatched the receipt , from 
Mrs. Curtis's hand and made for |he 
door. 
Turding at tho threshold; he 


shouted: 
:' -.':•- 


"This is all a bluff, Juhnny Wilson. 


I'm onto you; you can't bluHVme. 
We'll have that money yet." Alter 
this ho and Dunn departed.

•" 'Wilson-also tells ot the trip of, Mc- 
Manus, Dunn, Dioves and Dick Tennant 
to Fresno. Dieves went to the ranch to 
see Curtis, who happened to be in town. 
Mrs. Curtis so informed Dieves, who 
disputed her point blank. 


Dieves stated 
two 
gentlemen in 


Fresno wanted to sue her husband, and 
on Mrs. Curtis asking who they were 
Dieves answered McManus nnd Dunn. 


"They are a couple of blackmailers." 


shrieked Mrs. Curtis, and they have 
threatened to kill my husband. I want 
you to toll them that a deputy sheriff is 
guarding him, and if they lay a hand on 
him they will bo riddled with shot."' 


Mrs. 
Curtis called one. of her hired 


men to her assistance and ordered 
Dieves off 
the 
ranch. 
Dieves 
left 


promptly. 


The contradictor v statements of Cur- 


tis in regard to tho reason he asked 
Sheriff Scott's protection constitute a 
peculiar feature of tho affair. 
Qijccjio 


said he feared trouble on account of the 
unsettled condition of labor here, and to 
others he hinted that McManua itnd his 
pala were down hero to do him up, at 
the instigation of Kreling, proprietor of 
the Tivoli at San Francisco, who bore 
him agrudg^o becaiiMC Mrs. Curtis had 
bested Kreling in some civil litigation. 


Senator Goucher was seen last night 


with regard to the statements attributed 
to him in tho Examiner's account, and 
he disclaimed till knowledge of the mat- 
ter. 


He says there is no foundation for 


those statements and that ho knows 
nothing of the mutter and has heard 
nothing beyond rumors originating in 
San Francisco, 


Mr. Dunn is a state senator and he 


treated him courteously, and as Mc- 
Maims and Dievos were with him they 
received like treatment. 


Ho denies having dined with Mr. 


AValeer and never had the conversation 
alleged. 


Mr. Walser was also seen and ho 


states that they never wero at a dinner 
together, nor did Senator Gouchor ever 
tell him that Dunn and McManus wero 
down here for tho purpose alleged. 
They talked over tho (lying rumor once, 
but nono of the statements suggested 
wero made.

lish. Moreover, tho limo given to tho 
study of German is reduced by two 
hours, while that devoted to English is 
increased by Iho same lengf.li of time,

in California — Claims 


Allowed. 


Ilishop 0. P. Fitzgerald called the 


South Methodist conference to order at 
he usual hour yesterday morning. Ite- 
igious services were conducted by Kev. 
J. M.'Weems. The minutes of tho Sat- 
urday afternoon session were read ant 
i pp roved. 


By W. P. Andrews a resolution was 


>rescntcd to the conference and car- 
ried, touching the property relating to 
Jic Superamiated Preachers' Home in 
Lancaster, and 11. M. McNigh was up- i 
)0intcd to collect all claims ^connected 
.herewith. 


H. C. Christian offered a resolution, 


which wag carried, asking that the 
jreiiehers during the next thirty days 
iollect, publicly and privately, the dele- 
gate general conference fund uesesset 
on those charges where the earno was 
not collected last year. 


TUB STATE OP Till? WOIIK. 


R. F. Allen, chairman, made tho re- 


>ort on the state of ihe work, which 
was followed by several speeches having 
reference thereto. 


From the report was revealed the fact 


that there had been a net gain of 515 
ncinbcra in the Pacific Conference dur- 
ng the past year, but that tho work of 
Kirsonagennd church building had been 
jrently retarded by the financial strih- 
jency. 


Kecogniziug the importance of these 


departments, the work of the Epworth 
League and the Sunday school were 
ligbly recommended us valuable auxil- 
iaries in tho way of {riving numerical 
strength to the church.* 


On this subject the report is very 


gratifying as to temporal condition, ami 
spiritual condition, also. The report 
Wits adopted, after which the conference 
arose and sang "Thy saints in all this 
glorious war shall conquer, though they 
lie. They seo the triumph from afar; 
jy faith they bring itniuh." 


EDUCATIONAL SIATTKH8. 


The report of the Committee on Edu- 


cation was presented by Jesse Wood, 
chairman. The committee emphasized 
.he inculcation of moral principles in 
connection with tho literary education 
of children in the M. 15. Church schools, 
which moral feature in state institutions 
is in a great measure ignored. 


In this particular the Vanderbilt uni- 


versity at Nashville was recommended 
by the bishop 113 a model for the educa- 
iionjof the sons and daughters of So nth 
Metliodists. He included the Pacific 
Methodist college in this class, and said : 


''The president, QulonelJ. S. Austin, 


gave a vory encouraging report, and 1 
desire to encourage him by word and 
leed. Let us pled tie a lifelong devotion 
x> this institution." 


On the subject of education Dr. T. H. 


11. 
Anderson 
made 
an impressive 


speech. 


"1 believe," said ho, "the time has 


come when wo must educate our own 
children in our own way, under the aim- 
pices of our church. 1 feel sure that 
Jio educational forces of this state are 
such that if wo do not stand by oar 
Jiildren and educate them, other col- 
leges will educate them to other lines of 
Dunking and, alast destroy our church. 
1 am as sum of that as L can be of any- 
thing that comes before mo this morn- 
ing. J am sure that UH a church wu 
must sustain our institution at Santa 
Kosa, or we shall suffer at that particu- 
lar point where we ean'tafford to suffer. 


"1 have been to tho Stanford Univer- 


sity, which ia under thu direction of 
Chancellor J)r. Jordan. 1 passed through 
the er.hool and bi-camo acquainted, nnd 
found Southern Methodist boys there 
from ahnOKt everv state in the south. 
Florida in the onfy exception to the rule. 
1 met students who bad passed through 
Kandolph, Macon, Central college and 
otiiers. 1 found them from Texas, Ala- 
bama. 
Georgia, 
Missouri. After 
1 


preached they came and shook ham s 
with me, nnd were glad to eee me. 


"lafifiuruyou this much: 1 believe 


it to be the solemn duty of every Metho- 
dist family in California to put their 
children in tho Santa Kosa college. 1 
found Methodists and 
Baptitils ai * 


Presbyterians, not Ko:iwn Catholics, in 
the faculty of th6 Stanford University, 
two of them being members of our 
church, and they are line men, a u d i o 
good work. Dr. Jordan claims to be a 
member of the Congregational churc i. 


"Yes, the Pacilic Methodist. Oollc^o i" 


eminently qualified to take our eons am 
daughters and train them. We have all 
the piety and enough of si-ience ant 
literature, and everything in.-i:cssary lo 
qualify men and women to discharge 
the duties of life.

Smith and Austin, ably advocating •be- 
cause of Christian education, speaking 
with special reference to the college at 
Santa Itosa. 


C. 0. Steele called attention to the 


fact that the idea had ROHO abroad that 
the status of that institution had under- 
gone a change, and thftt it was now a 


school of high grade The status is the 
same as heretofore, he said. 


A. 0. Bane, in allusion to the limited 


privileges of tho institution, said: 
"I 


have heard it stated throughout the con- 
ference tho past year that the children 
of preachers arc no longer received at 
this college on the old terms," to which 
President Austin replied: 


"Wo not only ofler to educate our 


preachers' sons and daughters, but to 
educate them free of charge." 


Dr. J. K. Simmons raised another 


Ho had heard it -said that 
when one of their preachers dies his 
children are no longer beneficiaries of 
the college. 
The president corrected 


that impression : "We have the eons 
of Brother Ward there ami we invite all 
our preachers to send their children to 
U8.'f 


In connection with this subject the 


biebop said that a commissioner was ap- 
pointed by the general conference to so- 
licit funds in the interest of the educa- 
tion of colored preachers in the south, 
and it was expected that nn assessment 
would lw levied upon tho conferences 
for this purpose. He hoped the com- 
mittee would levy an assessment upon 
this conference. 
, 


In response to the inquiry raised, Col- 


onel Austin stated that he had provided 
a commercial course for the accom- 
modation of such pupils as might desire 
such a course. 


WOMAN'S HEM* WANTED. 


In reference to the college at Santa 


Kosa the bishop said : "If these stingy 
rich men of California will not, I hope 
some of these good women will give you 
for your college $100,000. I had a "dream 
twice, and twice it came to pasa. I hope 
von will pray that I may dream, and 
some good woman will come to our res- 
cue.'.' 


After much more extended discussion

CHUKCU B.VI'KXHWN. 


This subject elicited very considerable 


dUtiusuion, being iv department of no 
m nor importance in church work. In 
the judgment of 
tho committee we 


s lould entrench ourselves as a church in 
tho cities nnd great centers, and invest 
all the talent and money wo can com- 
mand in this direction. ''One church of 
500 members in San Francisco would 
give us more character than ten churches 
located in remote places." 


In connection with this department of 


church work was introduced the depart- 
ment of the "Parsonage and Home Mis- 
sionary Society," which during the past 
few years has received much attention 
by the ladies of tho church, aud has 
been grandly instrumental in minister- 
ing to the comforts and necessities of 
our preachers and iheir families. Kev. 
H. M. iMcNight, than whom there is not 
a more earnest advocate in tho Pacilic 
conference of this part of woman's work 
in the'church.said: 


"lam assured that if we fully appre- 


ciated tho value of the '!* rsonage and 
Home Missionary Society' wo should or- 
ganize one in every pastoral charge. 
The general conference has recognized 
the indispensable services of our sisters 
by giving them a plan and a work under 
the constitution ol the church. I com- 
mend, by precept and example, the wis- 
dom of bringing all our ladies' aid so- 
cieties into unity and harmony, by 
at opting the name and plan of the 
Woman's Parsonage and Home Mis- 
sionary Society.
